New York. AprU 14.— The Muet In- 
TMtlsatlog committee resumed ita 
■etelone here. The InveBtlgatlon of 

the city government has so far been 
ceafiBed chiefly to the police and 
MldlBg dcpartmenta and to direct 
aad Indirect effort* to Mcertaln the 
extent of the Influence exercised by 
Richard Croker. 

The understanding that Mr. Croker 
woald tak* the witneaa stand created 
great latareat and the cour^ rocm was 
crowded. 

Then the name of Richard Croker 
was called. The Tammany ball leader 
was sworn. 

"Tou live at the Democratic club, 
do yon not?" aaked Mr. Moes. 

"Yes, sir," said Mr. Croker. 

"Tou are the leader of the political 
organization generally known ai TiK- 
wuMj Hall, are you not?" 

"Well, aald Mr. Croktr. "I ala't Ulk- 
ing for myaelt If others Bay X am. 
I am." 

Mr. Moss had aaked Mr. Croker a 
aumber of aeemingly Immaterial quea- 
tloaa regarding the orgai^liatlon of 

Tammany Hall, when Mr. Croker In- 
terrupted him juid said sharply, "It is 
motttfceesary to bring all that up, that 
wUtA everybody knows. There ia no 
vse playing to the gallertea; there la 
to use of making spppchea. We. all 
know everything that has been said. 
We know that I am the leader of the 
party, and I acknowledge it, and that 
all these people are. my frienda, and 
I am going to stick to them all the 
time." 

There was a roar of applanre :is Mr. 
Croker finished this sentence. Chair- 
man Maxet rapped for silence. 

Rather aarcastlcally, Mr. Moes said 
the applause was all right, and that 
he hoped the diairman would allow it 
once in a while. It did not disconcert 
him. 

"Just give me good straight talk," 
went on Mr. Croker, when the ap- 
plause bad ceased. 

"We will try to accommodate you, 
Mr. Croker," replied the counsel. 

Mr. Croker aaid he gave advice to 
Tamnany members, which was not al- 
ways followed. 

Mr. Moss had, Mr. Croker said, been 
deposed from the police board because 
he waa not in aympathy with the party 
in power; his work was all right, but 
bis politii.s were at fault. 

Crokar'a Raal Katsta lataraata. 

Mr. Croker said hta partner in the 
real estate business was Peter F. 
Meyer, who was also connected with 

the dock board. 

Mr. Moss tried to bring out that 
judicial sales had been given to 
Croker'a real estate firm on account 
of the political influence of the wit- 
ness. 

Mr. Croker said he knew that at the 
present time his firm had nearly all 
of the ludicial aalef. 

"80 that If yon have a eontrolllng 
voice In the afTalrs of that party." 
asked Mr. Moss, "and secure the nom- 
laation of true men, you may be sure 
at laast that in the raal eatala ez- 
ehalfe aM ta tti* tm M Mafar * 
Croker, you will, aa a troa Damaerat, 
get some of that profit?" 

"We at least expected to ha b^: 
friended," aaid Mr. Cro;ker. 

"Then J^ou'ara waking for your 
onw pocket?" 

"All the time; the aame as you are," 
replied the witneaa. It la to the party 
belonga the •Peils." added Mr. Croker. 

"Aa4 to OM hoes belongs the Hon s 
share 3f tita plunder?" snaarad Mr. 
Moss. "No plunder; no," sa'ldl broker. ' 
"You can call it whatever you like. 
Because men are loyal to us, you call 
that pluader. When you send your 
bl^ In for the work you are doing kara 
far the legtalature, you might ia wsh 
call that 'plunder.' " 

Mr. Croker resented the use of the 
words "spoils" and "plunder." He 
saw nothing wrong in receiving proflta 
thai came through eppointeea of the 
organization. 

Mr. Croker was excused temporarily. 

Ex-Judge Joseph F. Daly, who failed 
of a renomlnation for the aupreme 
court by the regular Democracy at the 
last election, was then called. He said 
he had been notified in the early part 
of last year that he need not expect 
a renomlnation, oa the ground that be 
hai rafuM 1» 4|M M a»»otttment, 
and had also ratusad. io make a Judi- 
cial order. 

"Who notified you?" asked Mr. Mohs 

"The notification came from Mr. 
Croker, whom I see kara now, and I 



suppose he will not deny it, so it is 
unnecessary to state who waa the me- 
dium of the communlcatioo," replied 
Judge Daly. 

The Judicial order related to the re- 
moval of the real eatata aalea from 
the real eatate exebaBga to Meyar'a 
rooms. At first ha had thought the 
notification wus a Jest. 

Dr. Sullivan brought out the fact 
that Judge Daly waa flrat nominated 
for the bench by the Tweed admlnla- 
tration. 

Ex-Judge Roger A. Pierre testified 
that he had, at Richard Croker'a sug- 
gestion, contributed $10,000 to the cam- 
paign fund when he waa nominated 
for Justlea of the svprane court, and 
that to tki a aum ka k»d add ed 1600.

Louisviil*. April I4.~'i"he barge Vi- 
dalia of Pittsburg, while attempting to 
go over the falls, became unmanage- 
able and struck against a pier near 
the Indian.i side of the Louisville 
bridge. The force of impact was so 
terrific that the boat turned complete- 
ly over, emptying her entire cargo, 
consisting of fine Russian iron, vahud 
at about $100,000, into 15 feet of water. 
The boat was valued at $7,000. and the 
loss will be total, as Russian iron Is 
utterly worthless when Immersed in 
water any length of time. The Vidalia 
was en route from Pittsburg to St. 
Louis. No one waa injured. 

TAntiflad In Bar Own Bahalf. 
Maryvllle. Mo.. April 14.— The tes- 
timony of Mrs. Ida Ewing in her own 
defense, of the charge of murdering 
her sister-in-law, Mrs. LIzcie Swing, 
was highly aensational. Mrs. Bwing 
was clearly laboring under a terrible 
strain. She said she and her sister-in- 
law got Into a quarrel and each seized 
a pistol. She aaid ahe saw LIssle 
Snapping a revolver In her face and 
she fired. She saw'Llesle fall, and re- 
membered nothing more till next day. 
After giving her testimony, Mrs. £w- 
ing iNiti down and wept bitterly.

IDINTIC AL INS TRUCTIONB 

Will Ba •lv#n In III., Thra« 
Cnmmiwiilnner*. 

Washington, April 14. - After hear- 
ing the statement from British and 
German embassies, the state depart- 
ment was enabled to announce posi- 
tively and finally that the three par- 
ties to the Berlin treaty had agreed 
upon the instructions to be given their 
Samoan commiaaloners, and that it 
w:i'^ certain that the commission would 
leave San Francisco on the i;.")th in- 
rtant for Samoa on the Badger. 

The instructiona to the commission- 
ers are identical, the last three gov- 
ernments having accepted a form 
which comprises the differences which 
have existed up to this point. Tlic 
commission will be empowered to deal 
with the situation tfs it finds It In the 
Samoan islands upon arrival. This 
i^ppiiea to acts necessary to place the 
aff:ilrs of the islands in a peaceful and 
satisfactory condition for the time be- 
ing, and whatever the commission does 
in this direction is understood to be 
of a temporary character and subjec t 
to the approval of the three powers. 

As to the merits of the bitter con- 
troversy between the representatives 
of the powers on the island, which led 
up to the unfortunate outbreak of 
April 1, the commissioners are expect- 
ed to make a thorough, impartial in- 
vestigation, and report the results to 
their respective govemmenta. The 
latter will, by ordinary diplomatic ex- 
change, apply any corrections that 
seem to be necessary. The commis- 
Rioners will have no power to altar the 
treaty of Berlin. They may make 
recommendations to that end: and 

where they are unanimous it is prol)- 
able that dieir recommendations will 
ba accepted. 

Nor Thrir <:Hnill(lnir. 

London, April 14. — R. \V. Thompson, 
secretary of the London Missionary 
society, referring to the statement of 
the Berlin correspondolit that Ifalfetoa 

Tanu is described as the candidate for 
the London Missionary society, at 
whose station t hief Justice Chambers 
waa a gueat for many montha, aaid: 
"It ia true that Mr. Chambers, during 
the first months of his residence in 
Samoa, lived In one of the mission 
hou.ies at Apia, but the simple explan- 
ation is that he was unwilling to set 
up hia own establishment tmtll Ms 
wife and family arrived. We emphat- 
ically deny that Malietoa Tanu is the 
tandidate of tka LOBdOB MlaatOBary 
society." 

Ilert Inqnirjr Cnart. 
Washington, April 14.— The beef 
court of Inquiry has decided to exam- 
ine no more witnessas atCsr tiM elosc 
of this week, unless in exceptional 
cases, where men expected were un- 
avoidably delayed. (Jeneral Miles will 
not be beard of at all until next week, 
but he will not be called, axoapt upon 
bis own request There are several 
witnesses still to be examined, but the 
court will expedite the clo.se. In ac- 
cordance with this decision, the court 
will not hear all the additional wit- 
nesses whose names have baoB sug- 
gested by General Miles. 

Ordarad Baak to Thair Paata. 

Waahington, April 14.— The secre- 
tary of state has directed the return 
to their posts in Spain of tha consuls 
who were obliged to leaVe on account 
of the War. Two of these officers. 
Consul H. W. Bowen, at fiarceloan, 
aad Richard M. Bartman, at Malaga, 
are now in New York, The third, Mr. 
J. Howell Carroll, consul at Cadiz, is 
now at Gibraltar, The department has 
determlosd that they shall all be re- 
tained In the serrloa. there being no 
evidence of any paiM^gl ftallas In- 
curred by them. 

Oraatar Ohtoaco Ka* Daflaatad. 

Chicago, April 14.— The Greater Chi- 
cago resolution was beaten in the Illi- 
nois house of representatives, but 
Greater Chicago is not defeated. The

April 14,— After COB- 
siderable argument by counsel for the 
defense and the district attorney. 
Judge Biddle decided that Witness 
Goldsmith, former clerk In the Peo- 
ple's bunk, should be permitted to tes- 
tify as to entries in the "red book." 
and their connection with the regu- 
lar bank hooka The decision prac- 
tically admits the famoua "red book" 
as evidence against Senator Quay. 

Philadelphia. April 14.— The flfth 
day'a proceedings in the trial of ex- 
Senator Qiiay opened with the cOTl- 
tinuecl < x.'iriiinaiion cit' William B. Ha- 
gan, the handwriting expert. 

Mr. Quay entered the court rooA 
10 minutes before the opening, and, 
taking his accustomed seat, conversed 
with the expcTt accountant engaged 
by the defense. David T. Watson, 
who arguea the legal points for the de- 
fense, arrived with an armful of books 
and papers. 

Mr. Ilagan. repuming his testimony, 
identified the handwriting of Cashier 
Hopkins in a letter. No mention of 
the coBtSBts or their purport waa 
made. Tha defense did not cross ex- 
amine. 

Albert E. Tabor, the receiving teller, 
was recalled and identified the hand- 
Writing Of Hopkins in the "black 
book" and the "blue book," snalt 

memorandum books. which were 
found in tho cashiers private desk. 
In the former are records of Individual 
loans, and in the other bank loans aad 
rMords of collateral are ea tared. 

The cashier's stub check hook from 
1S8S to IS'J,".. and another from 189.'i to 
March 22. 1898. two days before the 
bank's failure, were Identified as being 
iB the haadwrtttag of the witness' 

father, formerly Cashier Hopkins, and 
some in the witneps' own handwriting. 
When Mr. Hopkins presented a cliec li 

he invariably entered on the stub for 
what purpose It waa gtven. 

The witness Identified the signature 
on a numlier of checks signed l)y Cash- 
i( r HofjUiiis and others. The first one 
was dated Oct 31, 1887, for $3,400, 
signed by William H. Taber, caahtar. 
Indorsed by M. S. Quay. This was 
during the period when Mr. Quay waa 
state trcasuier 

State Treasurer J. S. Beacom, who 
haa been in ofllce slaco May last, was 
called to identify the signature on a 
letter of H. C. Oreenf II. clerk in the 
treasurer's c^mce. Cross-exaBdnation 
by Mr. Shields: 

"All of the state treasurers since tha 
world began have baea charged In the 
bill of indictment with entering into 
conspiracy with Mr. Quay. Did you 
ever enter into a conspiracy with Mr. 
Quay?" 

Mr. Beacom aaawared. laufhiagly, 

"No, sir." 

The district attorney at this point 
formally offered in evidence all of he 
books of the bank identified by clerks 
except the "red book," stating, how- 
ever, that he proposed to offer that 
Interesting volume immediately. The 
lawyers for the defenae at once got 
their beads together for aalmated aad 
eameat conference. 

On a pMnt ralsM by counsel for tha 
defense the court ruled that the 1 ,cjks 
of the bank will be admitted so far 
as they go to prove the conspiracy 
charged la the indictment The de- 
fease appeared to want the offer lim- 
ited to Senator Quay's account, or "al- 
leged account," as counsel put it.

The Fiscal Court reconvened Friday 
morning, pursuant to adjonrnment. 

The County Treasorer'a salary was 
fixed attUX). 

0. B. Pearce, Jr., was unanimously re> 
elected Oonntr Yreaaorer. / 

The committee appointed to investigate 
tbe charges preferred againat the Infirm- 
ary Superintendent, directors and Obair 
man of the Board presented its report 
which was ordered spread on the records 
Some eighteen or twenty witneaaea had 
been examined, most of whom are iU' 
mates of tbe inatitution, and were intro' 
doced by Mr. Watkina who preferred tbe 
chargea. Tbe Superintendent was charged 
with "general negleet of his duties and 
with (•i)i)f>[)iring to defraud the county." 
With one exception (a roommate of Mr. 
Watkina) the witnesses nnanimonsly tes- 
tified that the treatment given them by 
Mr. blattery is entirely satisfactory, and 
they have no cause of complaint what- 
ever. They stated that bis treatment of 
the sick and infirm is especially kind and 
considerate; that be is ready day and 
night to attend to their wants ; that he 
gives an abnndance of good wholesome 
food and that ha Is BO wisa neglectful of 
his doties. 

Mr. Slattery waa acquitted of all tbe 
charges preferred against him. No evi- 
dence of culpable neglect on the part of 
the Infirmary Physician was found ; nor 
of any collusion between him and the 
other ollicera to rob tbe county. Tbe 
Physician waa necessarily absent from 
home a few weeks last fall, but had ar- 
ranged before going with Dr. Heed to 
look after bia duties at the infirmary. 
The Chairman of tbe Board of Directora 
waa fully exonerated of the charges of 
"banding himself together with tbe Phys- 
ician and Superintendent for profit and 
gain at the expense of the tax-payers." 
Tiie eviilence d^jveloped tbe fact that t» e 
Chairman had sold to tbe Superintendent 
boreea, cattle, flour, corn Ac, yet there 
was nothing to show that he took ad 
vantage of bia position to defraud tbe 
county, or that be had any such motive 
or intention, but that he has dipcharged 
his duties faithfully and etliciently. The 
law, however, forbids that "any member 
of the Fiscal Court shall be either di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in any con 
tract with the county," and the commit- 
tee augoested and adviaed that in the fu 
ture tbe members of the Board of lU' 
firmary Directors "shun even tbe appear 
ance of evil." Mr. Watkins, who pre 
ferred the cbargee, was found fully capS' 
ble ot making a living outride of the in- 
atitatlon, and the committee suggested 
that he "step down and out."

Dr. Ellis (tave a very intc resting lecture 
at the High School yesterday, forenoon 
on "The Influence of St^hool L\te on Eye 
SiKht."

The doclor toolt for liis text the results 
of bia examination of the eyes oi 1,800 
school children in the schools of Ham!', 
^on and Oxford, O., in 1S85, when he 
fo'ind progressive myopia was at work in 
all the Kra<)c8. In the primary depart 
ment in Hamilton— 98^ atudenta— be 
found nine percent.; in the intermediate 
— 440 students— fourteen per cent.; hijjh 
school— 138 studenta— eighteen per cent 
At Oxford L'55 pupils were examined and 
the near siglitednegs ran from s per cent, 
la tbe primary to 18 in the intermediate 
and to 24 in the high mshoei. Oineinnsti 
(>:U !>tudents,di8tri(;t echools, near sighted 
10 per cent., intermediate 14 per cent, 
hiKh 16 per cent. 

In addition to this the doctor gave the 
results of examinations in the schools at 
Dayton, New York, Boffsloand Brooklyn 
where the flgorss were mncb tbe same 
as to increase of near ainhtedneas. He 
then ppoke of the labors of Dr. Cohen, of 
firetlan, who had made more examina- 
tions u to the refraetlen of tbe boman 
eye than any other ocnliBi in the world 
—in all some 12,000 cases— and had founa 
that mycpia had increased steadily from 
the primary schools of his native city 
clear on ap tbroagb all tbe grades to the 
very hiftheat with astonishing results. 
Dr. Ixirinjr, of New Yorli, who long Bince 
prtiiicled that we would yet become a 
nation of Bpectacle wearers, found in the 
public schools of that city that among 
tbe children of German parentsKS 24 per 
cent were near-sighted ; those of Ameri- 
can' parentage 19 percent; those of Irish 
extraction 14 per cent. Dr. Odllan found 
H iiioni; 500 colored oUJdrsB only 8 2^ per 
cent, myopic. 

These fifures seem to show that the 
children of those nationallies where study 
and eye work are tbe moat common have 
the larger proportionate amount of 
myopic change ; while those accnetomed 
to tbe greatest amount of out-door life 
and using tbair eyes almost entirely for 
distant things art oomparatiTaljr free 
from it. 

Dr. Ellis said that the most potent of 
all the agencies at work to produce 
myopia and total blindness was in the 
employment of the eyes for near work in 
defective light He spoke very freely on 
over crowded, poorly lighted, poorly 
warmed, poorly ventilated pchool rooms 
and the dire influences of bad air, poor 
type, pale ink, greasy slates, poor blsck 
boarda, iuenfficient light, improper food, 
faulty school furniture, faulty position of 
the body and tbe constant stndn on the 
eyes for hours together. 

The lecture was abundantly illustrated 
by a nijmlier of charts and drawings as 
well as a large i>n})ier muclu cast of the 
eye, showing in a clear and beautiful 
manner the minnle anatomy of the organ. 
The talk was certainly a very interesting 
and instrnctiva on* to all who were so 
fortunate u to ba present
